Bill No. 71 of 1961. 

A Bill to amend the Visva-Bharati Act, 1951. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twelfth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Visva-Bharati (Amendment) Act, Short ride. 
1961. 

5 2. In the Visva-Bharati Act, 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the Amendmen t 

principal Act), in section 2, the following words shall be added and 0 section 2 ‘ 
shall be deemed always to have been added tit the end, namely:— 

‘‘and Is as such hereby constituted as a University.*’.

University and any will, deed or other document, whether made 
or executed before or after the commencement of this Act, which 
contains or purports to contain any bequest, gift, trust, payment of 
money or transfer or assignment of any right or property, movable 
or immovable, in favour of the said Society shall be construed 5 
as if the University was therein named instead of the said 
Society.”.

7. After section 7 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

“7A. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 7, the 
University may establish and maintain, at any place in India 20 
examination centres for home study courses conducted by its Loka 
Shiksha Samsad (People’s Education Council) and recognise, for 
such purposes as may be provided in the Ordinances, the certifi¬ 
cates awarded by the said Loka Shiksha Samsad (People’s Educa¬ 
tion Council) on the results of examinations conducted by it.”. 25 

8 . In section 13 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3), after the 
words and brackets “Samsad (Court)”, the words and brackets “and 
the Karma Samiti (Executive Council)” shall be inserted. 

9. In section 19 of the principal Act, in sub-section ( 1 ), under the 
heading “Class I —Ex-officio members” for items (v) and (vi ), the 30 
following items shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(«) Adhyakshas (Principals) of Bhavanas (Colleges), 

(vi) Adhyakshas (Directors) of Vibhagas (Departments),”. 

10. In section 23 of the principal Act,—

13. In section 32 of the principal Act,— Amendment

(ii) for the words and brackets “Bhavan (Hall)”, the 
words and brackets “Bhavana (College)” shall be substituted. 


14. In section 36 of the principal Act, for sub-sections (2) and (3), Amendment 
25 the following sub-sections shall be substituted, namely: _ of section 36. 

“(2) Hie accounts of the University shall, once at least in 
every year and at intervals of not more than fifteen months, 
be audited by the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India 
or any person authorised by him in this behalf. 

30 (3) The accounts, when audited, shall be published in the 

Official Gazette and a copy of the accounts, together with the

15. To section 38 of the principal Act, the following proviso shall 
be added, namely: — 

“Provided that nothing in this section shall be construed as 5 
taking away or affecting the right of the University to terminate 
the services of any of its officers or teachers in accordance with 
the provisions of the Statutes governing the terms and condi¬ 
tions of service of officers and teachers of the University.”. 

16. In section 40 of the principal Act, in sub-section (1), for 10 
the words and brackets “till the next meeting of thte Samsad 
(Court)”, the words “until his successor enters upon his office” 
shall be substituted. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Experience of the administration of the VIsva-Bharati Act, 1951, 
has revealed the need to amend it in certain respects. It is felt that 
the scope of clause (it) of section 5 may be enlarged to cover all 
tansfers including transfer or assignment of any property. Clause 5 
of the Bill seeks to achieve this object, At present no power exists 
in the university to borrow money on the security of its property. 
The Bill makes the necessary provision in this regard. The Loka 
Siksha Samsad which is part of the university conducts certain 
examinations for home study courses not only within the territorial 
limits of the university but outside such limits also. It is consider¬ 
ed necessary that the university should be enabled to establish 
and maintain at any place in India examination centres for such 
examinations. Clause 7 of the Bill makes provision accordingly. 
Section 36 of the Act is being amended so as to make specific provi¬ 
sion for the audit of the accounts of the university by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General of India as in the case of other 
Central universities. Opportunity is also being taken to make a 
few more amendments which are either consequential or cllarlfl- 
catory in nature.

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 12 of the Bill which seeks to amend section 29 of the 
Visva-Bharati Act, 1951 confers on the Visva-Bharati University 
the power to frame Ordinances providing the purposes for which 
the certificates awarded by its Loka Shiksha Samsad (People’s 
Education Council) may be recognised by the University.
